EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The examiner amendment as follow: 
Claims 5-17 are cancelled. 

Claim 1. A method for securing a wireless communication medium using a 
Subscriber Identity Module (SIM) card, comprising: 

determining a SIM card insertion and if so accessing SIM data and transmitting 
the SIM data to a base station for comparison with a local copy of an authorized user 
data file; 

granting mobile unit access to the base station If the comparison is indicative of a 
match and otherwise indicating an access failure; and 

If the mobile unit access is grant, determining a desired level of service; and 
dynamically adjusting a number of time slots assigned to the wireless communication 
medium during data transmission to remain within limits of said desired level of service 
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via the dynamically adjust number of time slots and at least one short-range wireless 
medium; 

wherein the dynamic adjusting comprises: 
determining available time-slot resources: 

detecting the wireless communication medium that fails to meet said desired 
level of service: 

allocating the wireless communication medium to a configuration having 
additional time slots: and 

transmitting a channel assignment message including information on the 
allocated configuration with the additional time slots. 

Claim 18. A system for securing a wireless communication medium using a 
Subscriber Identity Module (SIM) card, comprising: 

means for determining a SIM card insertion and if so accessing SIM data and 
transmitting the SIM data to a base station for comparison with a local copy of an 
authorized user data file: 

means for granting mobile unit access to the base station If the comparison is 
indicative of a match and otherwise indicating an access failure: and 

means for determining a desired level of service and dynamically adjusting a 

number of time slots assigned to the wireless communication medium during data 
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transmission to remain within limits of said desired level of service via the dynamically 
adjust number of time slots and at least one short-range wireless medium If the mobile 
unit access is grant: 

wherein the means for determining a desired level of service and dynamically 

adjusting comprises: 

means for determining available time-slot resources: 

means for detecting the wireless communication medium that fails to meet said 
desired level of service: 

means for allocating the wireless communication medium to a configuration 
having additional time slots: and 

means for transmitting a channel assignment message including information on 
the allocated configuration with the additional time slots. 

Claim 19. The system of claim 18, wherein at least one short-range wireless 
medium to an 802.1 1 specification. 

Claim 20. The system of claim 18, wherein at least one short-range wireless 
medium to an blutoooth specification. 
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Claim 21. The system of claim 18, wherein at least one short-range wireless 
medium operates 2.4 gigahertz. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Accordingly to the prior art record, Russo teaches a method for securing a 
wireless communication medium using a Subscriber Identity Module (SIM) card, 
comprising: 

determining a SIM card insertion and if so accessing SIM data and transmitting 
the SIM data to a base station for comparison with a local copy of an authorized user 
data file (Abstract, Paragraph [0012], [0040]); 

granting mobile unit access to the base station If the comparison is indicative of a 
match and otherwise indicating an access failure (Paragraph [0015], [0022-0023]). 

Hamalainen teaches If the mobile unit access is grant, determining a desired 
level of service; and dynamically adjusting a number of time slots assigned to the 
wireless communication (Abstract, C2, L25-50). 

However, either in Russo reference or in combination with Hamalainen are fail to 
teach or fairly suggest during data transmission to remain within limits of said desired 
level of service via the dynamically adjust number of time slots and at least one short- 
range wireless medium; 

wherein the dynamic adjusting comprises: 

determining available time-slot resources:

allocating the wireless communication medium to a configuration having 
additional time slots: and 

transmitting a channel assignment message including as specific details, 
combination and including all limitations particular recited in claim 18 and accordingly to 
the remarks file on 06/26/07 and Pre-Brief request on 08/06/2007. 

Claims 2-4, 19-21 are allowed as being dependent on the independent claims 1 
and 18.
